THERE ARE NUMEROUS DEFINITIONS OF POLICE VEHICLES; ie. FULL 
STAR AND STRIPES WITH A LIGHT BAR, FULL STAR AND STRIPES WITH NO 
LIGHT BAR BUT LIGHTS AND SIRENS INSIDE THE VEHICLE, VEHICLES WITH 
NO STAR OR STRIPES ON THE OUTSIDE BUT WITH LIGHTS AND SIRENS, 
VEHICLES WITH NO STAR OR STRIPES WITH LIGHTS ONLY, VEHICLES WITH NO 
STAR OR STRIPES AND NO LIGHTS OR SIREN. 

EACH OF THE ABOVE DESCRIBED VEHICLES ARE CURRENTLY BEING 
UTILIZED BY THE FORT WAYNE POLICE DEPARTMENT, IN ONE CAPACITY OR 
ANOTHER. EACH DIVISION OF THE FORT WAYNE POLICE DEPARTMENT HAS NEED 
FOR DIFFERENTLY EQUIPPED VEHICLES. 

AS AN EXAMPLE OF THE COST OF MARKING AN UNMARKED VEHICLE, A 
CRIME SCENE VAN WOULD NEED TO BE PAINTED WHITE COST: APPROX. $1000 
BLUE STRIPES AND STAR $500, A LIGHT BAR WOULD NEED TO BE ADDED 
$750. AT APPROXIMATELY 100 UNMARKED CARS THE COST TO THE CITIZENS 
OF FORT WAYNE WOULD BE BETWEEN $100,000 TO $230,000. 

THE PATROLMEN'S BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION BELIEVES THIS COST TO 
BE UNNECESSARY. THE NEED FOR UNMARKED VEHICLES IS WELL DOCUMENTED. 
THE UNMARKED VEHICLES ARE USED IN WAYS THAT A MARKED VEHICLE WOULD 
HAMPER AN INVESTIGATION ie. JUVENILE SWEEPS, STAKE-OUTS AND 


SERVING WARRANTS, JUST TO NAME A FEW. 


THE PATROLMEN'S BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION BELIEVES THAT THIS 
ORDINANCE WOULD HAMPER ITS MEMBERS ABILITY TO PROTECT AND SERVE THE 
CITIZENS OF FORT WAYNE. THE PATROLMEN'S BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION 
WOULD RESPECTFULLY REQUEST THAT YOU VOTE NO ON THIS ORDINANCE AND 
ALLOW CHIEF MOORE TO UTILIZE POLICE VEHICLES IN A MANNER IN WHICH 


HE BELIEVES WILL MOST EFFECTIVELY SERVE THE CITIZENS OF FORT WAYNE.
